“The Commission condemns the 
complete disregard by the North 
Korean authorities of civilized 


standards of behavior as well as 


of the principle of the Geneva’ 
Conventions despite assurances to 
the contrary.” 

When they had time, the Reds 
covered the evidence of their 
atrocities with earth. When they

in open ditches or in exposed 
mounds, 

Mass graves, large and small,’ 
are being found daily in South 
communities along the 
bloody Red retreat trail.

Why Not 


Women Jurors? 


White County may have jumped the 
gun somewhat in placing four women on 
the jury list, but at least it will serve to 

rod the General Assembly into passing 
egislation at the next session permitting 
women to serve. 

The new State Constitution authorizes 
the Legislature to require women to serve 
on juries. A great many judges in the 
State long have advocated women jurors. 
Certainly the plan has worked out well in 
many other states. 

One of the stronger arguments for 
women jurors is the increasing number of 
women property owners. Husbands put 
their real property in their wives’ names 
and women usually are the beneficiaries 
of wills. Since jury lists are limited to 
property owners a situation has come about 
in many counties in which the number of 
eligible jurors is unduly restricted. Fre- 
quently the same men serve on jury after 
jury, to the inconvenience of themselves 
and the detriment of the jury system. 

Obviously, jury service requirements 
for women must be more flexible than for 
men. Mothers of young childrcn, house- 
wives for whom jury duty would mean a 
hardship to the family, and other like cases 
should be excepted. Much should be left 
to the discretion of the presiding judge. 

But women jurors we ought to have. 
Certainly they are as well qualified as men 
for the task.

Soviet Russia was defeated on all 
fronts. By a vote of 46 to 5 the Political 
Committee turned down Vishinsky’s pro- 
posal calling for an immediate cease fire 
in Korea and withdrawal of UN troops. 

Russia was willing for elections 
to be held under UN supervision, an over- 
whelming majority of the delegates saw in 
the Russian plan only a scheme to get rid 
of the outside military force, leaving the 
South Koreans at the mercy of the Com- 
munists. 

Another Russian resolution which would 
have condemned the United States for 
bombings in North Korea also was beaten. 

Besides adding luster to the UN itself 
as a real force for peace, the votes mark 
a new high for America’s world prestige— 
and a new low for Russia’s. The peoples 
of Asia and Europe are not likely to be- 
lieve that 47 countries would side with 
what Russia describes as an “imperialist” 
nation.

Is Good Business 


National Employ the Physically Handi- 
capped Week takes on special significance 
in view of the shortage of workers in many 
fields coupled with increasing defense 
needs. 

The physically handicapped do make 
excellent workers. And there is no finer 
stony of progress in Georgia than that of 
the training being given the physically 
handicap by the State Division of Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation. 

In the Atlanta area alone 537 physically 
handicapped persons were placed in jobs 
during the last fiscal year. There now are 
1,158 more in the area in the process of 
training and obtaining medical treatment. 
Over the State, 2,859 were trained last 
year. They are expected to earn more 
than $4,000,000 in the next 12 months. 

It is a fact proved by a growing num- 
ber of employers that the physically handi- 
capped are equal to, and in some cases 
superior to, normal employes. Their work 
has been found to be more accurate and 
they are less prone to absenteeism. 

Employers ought not to confine their 
interest to hiring handicapped persons to 
Employ the Physical » Handicapped Week, 
but it is a good time ior those who haven't 
already done so to make a start. It is good 
business in more ways than one.

Student of Crime 
And Punishment 


Should a molester be given a life sentence and 
a killer serve only six months? One new member 
of the Legislature is advocating a new type of 


justice which might result in such sentences. But wait, before you 


jump at conclusions. Rep.-Nominee Owen J. Adams, of Upson 
County, thinks that Georgia’s entire penal code should be revamped 
and “emg upon the idea of “rehabilitation” instead of “punish- 
ment.” 

A student of penology, Adams says that Georgia's methods are 
archaic. No man would suggest that all men be fitted with shoes of 
the same size, shape and color, and yet we tolerate a system of law 
which clothes all men in identical habiliments when found guilty of 
a specific crime. 

Adams suggests no change in our present trial system. When a 
person is found guilty, however, the Representative-nominee feels 
the penalty should depend entirely upon the ability of the convicted 
person to be rehabilitated into a useful citizen. 


He Differs Murder, you say, should be dealt with more 

sternly than burglary. Here, Adams, in a letter 
complimenting The Constitution's editorials and articles on crime 
and juvenile courts, differs. He says that one individual is not alone 
responsible for his crime. 

You have seen movies and read life stories of the most desperate 
gangsters, and you have noticed that they were led into a path of 
crime because they had drunken or criminal parents or came from 
broken homes, or were reared in the slums. They never had a 
chance, you agreed. 

Well, Adams says that no man’s shoulders should carry the 
whole burden for his wrongful acts, and neither should his heart 
receive the full praise for his good deeds—“for the individual man 
is the product—or the victim—of heredity, environment, and his 
own peculiar glandular structure.” 

What does this new Representative suggest?. He suggests adult 
courts be patterned after the modern juvenile courts. Instead of 
arbitrarily setting a specified number of years for each type-crime, 
he would place the convicted person in the hands of a board of 
psychiatrists and medical authorities for a thorough examination 
and investigation. They would determine when he could be freed. 

“Under this system the molester of women and children, who 
under our present system receives a light fine, or no fine at all, 
and is then released, would receive the same thorough investigation 
that a convicted rapist and murderer would receive,” Adams points 
out. 

“Furthermore, the period of time for which the molester might 
be removed from society would be determined by his own capacity 
for rehabilitation, just as would the convicted niurderer and rapist. 
It is possible that a killer might be rehabilitated in six months, 
while a molester might be found to be a permanent threat to the 
life and safety of society. If a person should be confined for life 
in an institution, it should be done as a treatment rather than a 
punishment—and earnings from his work could be used to support 
his dependents.” 


Variety of Justice Georgia has made more progress in 

penal reform during the past several 
years than any other state in the nation. Georgia has the nation’s 
best parole board. Georgia has a law setting up one of the five 
statewide systems of juvenile courts in the nation. Georgia is 
moving toward one of the most humane prison systems in the 
nation, establishing separate camps for habitual criminals and for 
juveniles. 

But in the court system, itself, there still exists a wide variety 
of justice. A man who steals in one county may get five years, 
while a man who commits the same crime in another county may 
get one year—depending upon the different judges and juries. 


A man with a long criminal record may be sent to prison by the . 


jury for two years, while his companion who is a first offender 
gets four years—because the jury isn't permitted to see the criminal 
records. 

The parole board frees, under parole supervision, a killer who 
has served seven years and shown he can be rehabilitated. At the 
same time, the parole board is forced to release a dangerous 
criminal or sex pervert who has had a good prison record for his 
minimum sentence. 

No total changes in Georgia's penal code such as Adams sug- 
gested can be expected in January. Many will disagree with him. 
But the arrival of this student of penology will set off a discussion 
of crime and punishment.

But they go to the other ex- 
treme. “What's the matter with 
the Federal Government?” say 


present-day Maries when they 
read that children are starving 
in Georgia. “Why don't they get 
on relief?” 


NOT 8O THE LETTER with 
the pretty blue money order. It 
came from the teacher in a small 
North Georgia mountain school, 
who has known and conquered 
hunger. 


His method might not get 
an “A” ecard from the city 
health inspectors but it strikes 
us as pretty effective. See 
what you think. 


“T teach a small rural school 
near Dahlonega,” the teacher 
wrote. “The children brought 
the usual cold, pasty white 
flour biscuit with flour-thick 
gravy made of lard and water 
or potatoes white and dry in the 
biscuit. I saw some with only 
boiled corn day after day. Sev- 
eral asked after noon if they 
could lie down. They said they 
felt bad. A former teacher had 
provided a handy little bed for 
such needs. When it got full 
others would lean over on their 
desks and go to sleep or just lie 
there. 


“T asked a grand old man in 
the community if he would join 
me in giving them vegetable 
soup. We had no approved 
kitchen. We could not get U. S. 
food. But we did have a kitchen 
that God made under the trees 
and if I'm not a nutrition ex- 
pert or a trained dietitian, I 
knew I could make vegetable 
soup. 

“He furnished a large wash 
pot and showed us his green 
bean and potato fields. A mer- 
chant gave us soup bones and 
fat beef. We have had more 
than the children could eat.” 

Since that initial pot of soup, 
cooked out-of-doors with teach- 
er and children taking turns 
preparing the vegetables and 
stirring the pot, there has been 
a marked change in the school. 


“None has asked, ‘May I lie 
down?’” the teacher reported. 
“Efficiency, I am sure, ig be- 
tween 25 and 50 per cent higher. 
As the green beans gave out I 
got the large California limas, 
onions and even young turnips 
from the field to enrich and add 
flavor. We have had some okra 
too and tomatoes and we always

use Irish potatoes with the skin 
washed, rubbed clean with rough 
cloth and boiled whole.” 


THE MENU has been extend- 
ed to include corn dodgers, 
cooked on the coals, Indian 
fashion. 

“If you are ever in this sec- 
tion you are welcome to come 
see us. You might do lots of 
children in Georgia immeasur- 
able good by telling them how 
little it costs with some co-op- 
eration and ‘neighbor-loving’ to 
give children what they need to 
feel good and do their school 
work. ... It has cost me about 
$5 a week, all told, which is so 
little compared to the happiness 
and net results.”

The Navy may be saying a few harsh things 
about the Air Force, because there is some ran- 
kling bitterness in the Navy about the scuttling 
of the big carrier and the general decline in 
Navy power after the war and before the Korean 
fight—a sabotaging of Navy ambitions which 
the seagoing forces attribute, darkly, to the Air 
Force. 


But much of the comment. on close support 
aviation and its effectiveness has come from 
other sources—from the troops themselves. 

I remember one day in Korea, after a vio- 
lent three-day action in which Army and Ma- 
rine ground forces had fought side by side on 
adjoining hills with Marine air support covering 
both forces, I was sitting by the side of the road 
eating a C-ration with a Marine general, a Ma- 
rine colonel and two Congressmen making a 
tour of the front—getting closer to the fighting 
than any Congressman since Bull Run. 


While we were sitting there a young in- 
fantry captain from ene of the Army units 
came over to us. He didn’t know whe we 
were. All he knew was that he saw some 
people in Marine uniforms, and he wanted to 
thank them. He was bearded and his ey~< 
were sunk back in his head and he was so 
tired he could hardly ‘talk. 


“I just wanted to say this,” he said. “The 
thing that made the thrills run up and down 
my spine was when those Marine planes came 
over and started blasting the gooks right out 
from in front of us. We never knew planes could 
work that close to troops, and hit that accurately.” 

We knew what he meant. We had seen the 
Corsairs striking and it was one of the greatest 
and most awesome and most terribly magnifi- 


cent shows I will ever live to see on this earth. 
They came in like hawks swooping and they 
turned the Red positions into a churning hell. 


But the secret of why they covld work that: 


day—how they could come so quickly on the 
target and biast it, even though their own troops 
might be only 50 yards away, was really no 
secret at all. That kind of flying end fighting 
was their main mission in life. They had trained 
for months with those same troops on the 
ground. They were specialists in that type of 
aviation. 

The Army fliers are not spesialists in that 
particular field. Their first job is to control 
the air. To do this they must be @killed in high- 
altitude operations against enemy bombers and 
against enemy fighter aircraft. Their training 
is concentrated on aerial gunnery and combat 
acrobatics, and a fine Air Force fighter pilot 
is about the best aerial marksman in the world. 
Their second mission is to seal off the battle- 
field by destroying the enemy lines of commu- 


nications, tearing him to pieces when he tries 


to move suppHes and men up to the front by 
road and rail, and in this field they are very, 
very good. third mission is to provide close 
support for the ground troops. 

I hope fKat the growling between the services 
about who does What best will stop soon. If 
the Air Force, by reason of having concentrated 
on other things, is a little less effective in the 
field of closé support aviation than the Marines, 
who have made it their specialty, it's nothing 
to fuss about. All that needs to be done is to 
figure out whether close support aviation is as 
important to the ground troops as they think it is. 
If so, then the Air Force ought to work on it a 
little more until they can do it as well as the 
Marines. One flyer is as good as another. It’s 
all a question of how he has been trained.

This has been a sound, ethical policy, based on the Hippocratic 


oath and training of all medical students, and it has saved the 


public from many a charilatan and quack seeking public sensation 
to draw in ever more victims.

And the reticence of doctors toward publicity is far more

This can only be done by telling the magnificent story of the 


- fight against death and disease by the men and women who are 


pushing back frontiers every day in quiet laboratories and hospitals. 
It cannot be accomplished, either, by limiting reporting to the 


‘latest development of miracle drugs, or the most recent operation 
‘for an ailing heart or an infected kidney. Those are interesting 
‘to read, but they are impersonal and they do not give the whole 


' picture. 


These may have to be accompanied by human stories of pre- 
mature triplets saved by ingenious handmade incubators, of dying 
men being treated in collapsed mines, of ailing minds being brought 
into focus by new techniques and inspirations. 


These last will be the ones that take the cold, impersonal air 
away from the “doctor” and re-establish him often as the beloved 


succor of humankind, 


Such stories will be hard to rend from the ethical physician, 
not only because he wishes to be modest, but because he will 
fear the censure of his medical organization which can coldly set 
him apart with a rumor or a threat. 


I have seen reporters insulted by slurs from medical organi- 
zations, which seem to imply that news writers are a sloppy, in- 
accurate lot with no understanding of the precise thing that is 
medical science. Such inferences are unjust, because today’s scien- 
tific writer is usually the most carefully educated man or woman 


_ to be found on a news staff, with a high sense of moral obligation

to the subject. 


No one can help doctors more than the newspapers and no one 
wishes to be more helpful and it is encoumaging to see good men 
on both sides trying to work out an understanding between them.

10 Pointers to Perfect: Cakes 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


iy mail always contains letters about “bad luck” in cake baking and questions 


about what to do. 


Actually there’s no such thing as “luck” in cooking. If recipes do 


fail it is because of mistakes in measuring, timing, ingredients or techniques. Tested 
recipes, properly followed, give good results every time! 


To answer ail those cake- 
making problems here are 10 
suggestions. The experienced 
cake baker will find them help- 
ful and the novice who follows 
them can boost her cakes into 
top class achievements. 

1. RECIPE — Read recipe 
through carefully before you 
start. 

If you understand the recipe 
thoroughly before you start 
mixing, you're prepared for 
every step. You will find the 
job easier as well as pleasanter 
and you'll get better results. 

INGREDIENTS—Have exact- 
ly the ingredients called for. If 
you don’t have all the ingredi- 
ents a recipe calls for, choose a 
different cake. Don't substitute. 
Substituting may change the 
whole balance of a recipe and 
ruin the cake. 

3. SHORTENING AND EGGS 
~-Have both shortening and 
eggs at room temperature. 
Shortening should be plastic 


and easy to blend. Eggs beat up | 


lighter if they're not ice cold. 


4. CAKE PANS—Use the size | 


and kind of pan specified. If 
pans are too small, cake will run 
over. If pans are too large, cake 
will be flat and skimpy, pale 
and crusty. 

5. OVEN—Start oven in time 
to reach and maintain specified 
temperature. Oven should be 


ready by the time the cake is | 


mixed. Heat should be steady, 
even, and of just the right tem- 
perature. 

6. TO MEASURE—Use stand- 
ard measuring cups and spoons. 
Always use cake flour, unless 


otherwise specified, and always | 


sift it once before measuring. 
Spoon into cup lightly; level off, 
but don't pack. Make all meas- 
urements level. 

7. TO BEAT — Count your 
beating strokes. With an. elec- 
tric mixer, use minutes speci- 
fied. To beat by hand, tilt bowl 
and lift batter with a vigorous 
sweeping motion of spoon 
around bottom, ending with a 
forceful upward thrust. 

8 TO FOLD—Cut 
mixing spoon through mixtures 
to be combined, cut down, lift 
up some of mixture, and roll it 
over. This is the method for 
angel food, chiffon, and simi- 
lar cakes where egg whites and 
other ingredients must be blend- 


ed without losing air that has - 


already been beaten in.
